After the close of the war, while
was in prison and Lee wae on parole,
we were both indicted on a charge of
treason, but in hot haste to getin
their work the indictment was drawn
with the fatal omission of an overt
act.

I was in Richmond, baving
been: released by virtue of the writ of
hubeas corpue. General Lee met me
vegy soon after having given his testi-
mony before the grand jury, and told
me that to the inquiry whether he
had not, in the speci case acted
under my orders, be said that he had
alw-.ys consulted me when he had the

rtunily, both on the field and

!ewhere; that after discussion, if not
before. we had alwa , and
therefore he had done with my con-
seut and approval only what he might
have done if he had not consulted me,
and that he accepted the full respon
sibility for his acts.

ut, while O’Neil ‘entered Congress
the same year as Randall, he does not
take precedence, except from the for-
ty-third Cougress, as he was beaten
for the forty-second. There are, how-
ever, mo members now living, -save
Randall, whose services have been|
continuous from an earlier Congres
than the forty-third. Kelly served
constantly from 1861 ard Randall
trom 1863. O'Neil's cuntinupus_ser-
vice is only from 1873, Caunon, Millae;
Bland and Blount all entered Con-
gress that same year and Fave never
slipped a cog since; but O’Neill ranks |
them by reason of his service from
1863 to 1871.

The Father of the House is not al-
ways the oldest man in it. During the
most of the long period that Jullge
Kelley was Father of the House he
was antedated by Samuel 8. Cox, who
first entered the House four years be-
fore him, but who broke his record
when be moved from Coloembus to
New York. It took him four years to
convince New York that it ought to
send him to Congress, a conviction it
did not waver in for tweniy years. As
Father Kelley was antedated by “Sun
set” Cox, so is Father Randall ante-
dated by ex Senator Banks, who first
came to Congress iu 1853, and the
great objector, Holman, who arrived
in 1859. There are several men who
will antedate O'Neill when he as-
sumes the patermt of the House.
Judge Kelley’s p

of Illinois Judge Kelley's record
was, it is believed, never excelled for
continuity or length of service in the
House. No man has served twenty -
five years in the Senate excepting
Thomas H. Benton. who served from
1821 to 1851, and then wound “P his
career by one term in the Hotise, séry-
ing in the Congress in which General
N. P. Baoks had his first term.
